Nieblioa, the 
victim, lived till after 11 o'clock. 


Mexicans wbo eaw the shooting Bay 


that Bergardo walked into the cabin, 
came out with a rifle aud shot Nieblina, 
who stood facing him fifteen feet away. 


One Mexican Bays that when Bergardo 


came out with tbe rifle be bad no Idea 
that be was going to shoot any one. lie 
used tbe words, "I believe I will just 
jhoot you/' and shot Nieblina, who 
seemed to little expect such work aud 
did not try to inako hie escape. 


After Nieblina fell bis companions 


jelped him up and he was able to stand 
alone. 


When placed upon bis feet be took out 


..B knife and going up to Bergurdo told 
him tbat he guessed he would tret oven 
with htm. 


Uergardo advanced to meet him and 


lield out his neck and fnce and told 
Nieblioa to cut away. The wounded 
man made a alight cut on one cheek of 
bib aeaail&ut. 
Whether be was too 


weak to do more injury or did not wieb 
:o injure liim is not known. 


Tbe bullet struck Nieblina in tbe 


chest jaat above the < stomach and 
the 


wound bled a groat deal.

derer ho found him standing in a group 
of Mexicans at the camp. He did not 
wish to go with tin sheriff but made no 
resistance.

ern Colorado, But of a More 


Unique Variety. 


Joseph D. BeddipKi «t connoisseur, 


iterateur and music composer, is presl- 
ent of tho state board of fish cominia- 
iouers, an honor conferred upon him in 
oaipliment to his state reputation as a 
elutor of* voracious fish stories. Mr. 
tedding is keeping his reputation out In 
he sun and well aired. It is a roputa- 
ion too brilliant to be packed away in a 
runk, with camphor and tobacco in it 
o preserve it from tho niothe. 


But Mr. Kedding has made a new de- 


parture in bulletin No. 6 of the fish COD> 
liasioners. It contains a fish etory, 
trange to say, a true one. Here it ia: 
Three specimens of trout caught in 
lount Whitney creek, on Mount Whit- 
oy,-by Mr. Harvey of Lone Tine, Inyo 
ounty, Col., and by him given to Hon. 
George 8. Milts, fish commissioner of 
Nevada, who'.in turn eont them to Wil- 


aui H. Bharkley, were sent to David 8. 
ordeu, president of Leland Stanford Jr. 
Jniveraity, with request that he cla&'siiy 
hem. The following is vvliai Dr. Jordan 
IBS to say ol them: 
_ 


"They are the famous golden troht'oT 
It. Whitney and tbo Upper Kern river, 
which have attracted the attention of 
.nglers for some little time, but which 
iavo nut yet, HO far as I know, received 
itjy adequate notice in print. 


"The irout were Gret brought to my 


lotico by Lieutenant Wheeler's geological 
urvey, which brought rue specimens in 
877." These were not in ve. y good con- 
lition. I regarded them as of the Game 
:ind as the trout in the headwaters of 
ho Colorado, at the same time calling 
attention to tho remarkable distribution 
of species OB both sides of the desert 
aud the mountains. Later on I received 
other omul! specimens], but still in such 
poor condition that I could do nothing 
nore with them. The three received 
were in perfect condition, and I have 
md a colored painting made of them. 
Tho fish is really a distinct specieB of 
rout, entirely different from any found 
elsewhere, either in the Hocky mount- 
ains or Sierra Nevadas. The very small 
izo of its ecalcf, the lack of teoth on the 
iyoid bones, and 
tho peculiar color 


markings, are all distinctive of this 
rout which will iu tirno receive a name 
of its own. 
"It seems evident, so far as OHB can 


..udge of such matters, that this trout is 
descended from the trout of western Col- 
orado, which abound in thfl tributaries 
ot Clear river, the Green river and the 
Grand river, and in the Gunnison dts- 
,rict. But in being separated from these 
,roat it has undergone a considerable 
change and ono must think this separa- 
,Ion must have occurred before the Si- 
erra Novadas were elevated. It has al- 
ready been claimed by geologists that tbe 
Kern valley, although on tho California 
aide ot the Sierras, ia geologically a part 
of the great basin. Its trout at duy.ruto 
are wholly dilforont from the ralnlww 
trout of California."
